Jerusalem Post Reporter 
raMALLAH. — A 40-year-old of- 
ficial of the district education 
department was shot dead near this 
town yesterday, reportedly by a 
terrorist cell which has been at large 
for some time here. 

Security forces launched a large- 
■ scale manhunt for the assailants, us- 
ing helicopters in the search. 

The victim, Hamdi el-Kadi, 
originally from Houssan. a village 
near Bethlehem, was shot In the 
head while driving to the military 
government headquarters on th? 
road to Nablus. He is the second per- 
son to be assassinated In the vicinity 
within two weeks. A 23-year-old local 
resident was murdered a fortnight 
ago, reportedly by a gun equipped 
with a silencer. 

El-Kadi was an administrative 
assistant to the district education 
chief. He was said to have been in 
close contact with the mlUtaiy 
headquarters in the context of his ad- 
ministrative responsibilities. 

El-Kadi was said to have been sub- 
jected to threats, and there was an 
arson attempt on his car intoe past. 

He is survived by five children and

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
returned home yesterday from his 
in Ismailiya with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and express- 
1 ed optimism over continuing efforts 
: towards a peace agreement. 

He told Israelis gathered at Ben- 
Gurion Airport: “If you prayed for 
success, and -your prayers were 
answered, the meeting was 
successful.” But he added that dis- 
agreement over the Palestinian 
Arab issue had prevented the issuing 
of a joint communique. 

The Prime Minister said the 
political military committees he 
and Sadat agreed to set up to carry 
on the negotiations will probably 
start work around January 15, and 
that he expects their work to take' 
two to three months. 

But he deferred detailed discus- 
sion of the Ismailiya summit and Us 
own peace proposals until the 
Knesset meets tomorrow. 

Returning In an expansive mood 
after two days of talks to Egypt, 
Begin told reporters that 
negotiations would now be placed In 
the hands of two Israel -Egyptian 
committees, a political one sitting in 
Jerusalem and a military one sitting 
in Cairo. . _ .. 

The Prime Minister said the 
political committee will be chaired 
first by Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan, in weekly rotation with 


Egypt's Foreign Minister Mohamm- 
ed Kamel. The military committee, 
sitting in Cairo, will be chaired first 
by Egyptian War Minister 
Mohaimned AMel-Ghiwy Gamasy 
and then by Defence Minister Eser 
Welzm&n. also in weekly rotation.

The Labour- Mapam Alignment 
yesterday claimed that Premier 
Menahem Begin had abandoned the 
principles and programmes of his 
own party and come round to the 
policies of the Alignment. 

The occasion was the presentation 
of an amendment extending until 
December 1979 the Emergency 
Regulations concerning judicial 
process against Israelis who commit 
criminal offences in the ad- 
ministered territories. 

The amendment would replace the 
general term “areas occupied by the 
Israel Defence Forces” with the 
specific names: Judea, Samaria, 
Gaza district, Golan Heights, Sinai, 
and Southern Sinai. 

Explaining the change. Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamir'said the 
term "occupied areas" was 
anomalous and in any case contrary 
to the government's political out- 
look. The change was not connected 
with the current peace negotiations, 
he said. 

The amendment was voted to com- 
mittee on the first reading, over the 
objections of the Democratic Frost 
for Peace and Equality. 

The debate provided coalition and 
opposition benches with a chance to 
cross swords on the Issues of 
withdrawal and peace. But the 
speakers duelled more tor the sake 
of argument than to analyse what 
had been achieved so far in the', 
current peace initiative, and they 
were clearly uncertain about the 
significance of the Ismailiya talks 
which had ended a few hours earlier.

Rafiah settlers warn against 
creation of Jewish refugees

YAMIT. — Some 1,000 residents 
from the Rafiah Approaches’ 12 
civilian settlements assembled 
beside the Six Day War memorial 
here yesterday to express their anx- 
. lety over persistent news reports of 
the possibility of Egyptian 
sovereignty in the region. 

“Don’t solve the problems of Arab 
refugees by creating Jewish 
refugees." organizer Yossi Mass of 
Moshav Sadot advised the govern- 
ment. 

”1 came here to live in Israel, not 
in Egypt," read a sign held by Tobey 
Crowley, a Tamil resident originally 
. from Philadelphia. ■ 

Members of the Yamit action 
United leaflets calling oa 
the govternmeiit to declare that the 
region is an inseparable part of 
Israel and that it intends to continue 
developing Tamil as a large city, 
joined by the planned c h a in of inten- 
sive fanning settlements between 
■ here and Beersheba. 

Representatives from Moshav 
Neot Sinai, a few kilometres east of 


El-Arlsh, also were present. It was 
recalled that, only a few months ago. 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin told 
settlers at the moshav that he was 
looking forward to retiring In a few 
years to one of the bouses on their 
moshav. 

Meanwhile, a Yamit official 
acknowledged yesterday that con- 
struction at the town lias been speed- 
ed up because of recent 
developments. The official said that, 
following President Anwar Sadat's 
visit to Jerusalem, it was decided to 
let out bids on Tamil's third stage 
where an additional 50 two-storey 
apartments are under construction, 
as well as the construction of a large 
, auditorium. 

“The decision was definitely link- 
ed to Sadat's visit.” the official said. 

But Ya’acov Zidek, chief of con- 
struction for the Ministry of 
Housing's rural building and new 
settlement division, said that his 
work is continuing at a steady pace. 
Zidek, who is responsible for all new 
settlements from Optiira to Yamit, 
said he has received no order either 
to speed up or to slow down construc- 
tion.

Some hawkish coalition Knesset 
members yesterday started organiz- 
ing an'opposition to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin’s peace proposals, 
but the majority of MKs — Including 
members of the opposition Align- 
ment and Shelll — cautiously sup- 
ported the Prime Minister. 

Knesset members said yesterday 
they believed Begin had achieved 
nothing in Ismailiya except for the 
agreement to continue the talks In 
two ministerial-level committees. 
However, Labour Party chairman 
Shimon Perea congratulated Begin 
and said this in Itself was a con- 
siderable achievement. 


The effort to organize an opposi- 
tion was launched by Moshe Shamir 
of the Land of Israel Labour Move- 
ment (part of the La'am faction), 
Geula Cohen of Herat and Rabbi 
Haim Druckman of the National 
Religious Party. 

Herat MK Dov Shllansky told The 
Jerusalem Post be ha a "many 
questions' 1 to present to Begin. In the 
Knesset debate on the subject 
tomorrow, he said. “I will vote in ac- 
cordance with my conscience." 

In the La'am Knesset faction 
yesterday, eight members voted for 
the motion supporting the 
government's, plan, four voted 
against and one abstained. The d is- . 
senters were the members of the 
Land of Israel Labour Movement 
and Yigal Cohen. 

In the National Religious Party, 
Yehuda Ben-Meir, who has been 
associated with Gush Emunim, said 


there are very problematic "weak 
spots” in the plan, especially with 
regard to security arrangements In 
Sinai and the possibility that local 
autonomy in Judea, and 

Gaza will develop the areas Into a 
Palestinian state. “Well fight over 
every sentence,- period and comma,* 
he said: but he rejected arguments 
that Begin was “selling out the 
state.” 

In the Democratic Movement for 
Change, hawkish Meir Zorea 
(former OC Northern Command) 
criticised Begin's offer to withdraw 
from Sinai and allow Egyptian 
forces to advance to the line the IDF' 
holds now. Zorea said that a well- 
trained military force could cross 
the vacated area within 24 hours. 
Electronic devices do not stop an 
enemy force, nor do mines and barb- 
ed wire, unless the area is also 
covered by fire, he said. Civilian 
settlements should not be placed in 
front of the military force, ao tbe 
IDF should hold the line between 351- 
Arish and Ras Sudar, he told The 
Post 

But Moshe Arens, who heads the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, said he sup- 
ports Begin’s present proposals — if 
they are accepted as the final agree- 
ment. Arens also said that, “at this 
stage, we have no reason to criticise 
they way he (Begin) is handling the 
game.” - ' 

Noting that Begin's current 
proposal for local autonomy covers 
all of Judea and Samaria, Peres said 
Israel must insist on its security 
needs along the Jordan River and on 
enlarging its coastal area.

Both leaders took pains to put the 
best face possible on the results of 
their summit meeting and on the 
future prospects of the negotiations.* 

Sadat declared, “I do not think 
there is any gap that c anno t be 
bridged," in response to a question 
on the differences over the West 
Bank. - 

And Begin asserted that the 
Ismailiya summit had been 
"successful.” "I have come here a 
hopeful prime minister and 1 am 
leaving a happy man," he declared. 
" Now jjtarta the phase of the jmost 
serious negotiations — on details of 
how to establish peace between 
Egypt and Israel as part of a com- 
prehensive peace settlement 
'throughout the Middle East.” 

In his opening statement Sadat an- 
nounced that, apart from the ea- 
! tabllshment of the political and 
military committees, the Cairo con- 
- ference itself would now be raised to 
i foreign minister level. But it was not' 
clear whether the Cairo conference 
would indeed retain its separate ex- 
istence as distinct from the political 
committee, and If so how and when it 
would reconvene. 

Begin for his part observed that 
the FLO sought to wipe out Israel; 
“and for us everything is negotiable 
except our own destruction.” He 
added that a PLO spokesmen had 
recently spoken of assassinating 
Sadat. 

“It., is both against Israel and 
against Egypt.” Begin said; and, 
significantly,. Sadat did not demur. 

Sadat told an Israeli questioner 
that he himself had been overwhelm- 
ed by the extent to which Egyptians 
had supported bla cataclysmic peace 
venture. There was no fear, he said, 
that “at the push of a button” (in the 
questioner’s words) there might he 
"a revival of anything that has 
happened in the past." 

Neither Sadat nor Begin respond- 
ed in any detail to a question asking 
: whether possible troop reductions 
and redeployments were envisaged 
at this early stage. 

Sadat seemed to go out of his way 
to avoid polemics, declining a 
questioner's invitation to publicly 
criticize Begin's peace plan or say it 
was inadequate. He merely noted 
that the Begin plan would be put 
before the two committees and that 
; Egypt would submit counter- 
profxjsals. 

He also omitted to press for a FLO 
role in the talks or in the subsequent 
peace settlement The PLO 's par- 
ticipation is "not excluded” in the 
future, but for the moment, by. join- 
ing the “rejeetionlst front," the FIX) 
has "excluded itself," Sadat noted.

TEL AVIV. — A M-year-old hair- 
dresser was found stabbed to death 
yesterday in his bachelor apartment 
■ in Rehov dir kin. The body of Pierre 
Rosenthal, a Holocaust survivor, 
was discovered by the victim's 
elderly mother. 


Rosenthal, who owned a hair, 
dressing shop In Rehov Balfour, fall- 
ed to show up for work yesterday. 
When his mother went to his apart- 
■ment to inquire about Mm in the 
afternoon, she found his body on the 
bed. The door, to the flat was dosed 
but not looked, she said. 

Police investigators said 
Rosenthal was dressed In jeans and 
; a brown sweater. There were stab 
j wounds on his chest and abdomen. 

. At 4 p.m. yesterday police were 
! still checking out Rosenthal's apart- 


ment and taking statements from 
neighbours. 

According to one neighbour; the

One hundred and fifty deaths in 18 
years in an institution for the retard- 
ed Is not an "astounding" figure, the 
director of services tor the retarded 
In the Ministry of Labour and Social 
i Affairs, Dr, Meir Hovav, told The 
IFosf yesterday. 

He was referring to the Belt Tina 
private Institution, whose owners, 
'Shimon and Tina PeJed, are under 
arrest following the recent death of 
two teenage boys, allegedly from 
! malnutrition. 

"You have to look at their life ex- 
pectancy in the first place," he said. 
"Retarded people die young. Why 
don’t you ask bow many people die in 
Hadasaah?" 

Hovav. who admitted he is not an 
expert in the field of care of the 
retarded, has held his present posi- 
tion for six months and learned “on 
' the job." His training is in general 
education and sociology, he said. 

However, Dr. Yehuda Shaplra, an 
expert in pediatric neurology from 
. Hadassah's pediatrics department, 
who specializes in the care of the 
retarded, said yesterday he was 
“very disturbed" by the death 
statistic. It is true that retarded 
children, like other handicapped per- 
sona. tend to be ill more than normal 
children; but it is also true that 
children invariably do worse in in- 
stitutions than at home. Even the 


bpst. Institutional conditions,' with a 
ratio of one nurse to six children, are 
. inferior to family care, he said. 

Furthermore, it is unfair to com- 
pare mortality rates for the retarded 
with those at Hadassah —.where 
acutely sick children and adults are 
admitted, Id homes for the retarded, 
wards msy or may not be 111, Bbaplra 
said. 

Dr, Hcvav, asked what the 
ministry will do about the 
recommendations of. the Bank- 
Mikkelsen report (by a Danish ex- 
pert In the care of the retarded, 
published in part last week) , said he 
thought only about half of the 4,600 
children and adults now In in- 
stitutions could be taken out and 
treated in a community framework. 
Baak-Mlkkelsen urged the replace- 
1 ment of institutions by day-care cen- 
tres. hostels, and other 
arrangements which would permit 
the retarded to remain in the com- 
munity. 

Regarding the institutions severe- 
ly criticized in the "unpublished" 
appendix which was leaked to the 
press, Hovav said he wanted two 
Netua and Rhuma — split up, and 
Neurim re-organized. However, he 
doubted whether this could be done 
In the near future: "It’s easy to get a 
room full of journalists — but can 
you get me a room full of directors of 
homes for the retarded?” 

Hovav blamed the lack of per.

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Xmas bombs hit Paris 


PARIS (Reuter). — Two more 
bombs exploded in Paris yesterday, 
the latest In a series of Christmas* 
season attacks, and police said 
separate urban terrorist groups had 
claimed responsibility. 

One bomb seriously damaged 
Villepinte railway station, on the line 
Unking Paris with the Charles de 
Gaulle Airport, sad the other ripped 
through a cafe in suburban Pantin. 
There were no casualties in either at- 
tack. 


The blasts followed the Christmas 
Day attack on the country residence 
of French Communist Party leader 


Georges Mar chala. A group of men 
fired shotguns through the front door 
of the house and Maroh&ia chased off 
the attackers with a hunting rifle. 

Also on Christmas, explosions 
seriously damaged a cabaret-* 
restaurant off the Champa Elyaee In 
central Paris and the courthouse at 
Aix en Provence. 

Police said an unknown organisa- 
tion calling itself the Revolutionary 
Anti-Racist Group had claimed 
responsibility for yesterday’s cafe 
blast at Pan tin, and the Corsican 
National Liberation Front (FNLC) 
had said It had blown up the railway 
station at Villepinte. 


Soviets trace mystery men 
behind comics conspiracy 


MOSCOW fAP). —.U.S. comic books 
are being used by the military* 
industrial complex to Inculcate 
American kids with ’’bourgeois 
Ideology,” anti -Communism and dis- 
respect for science, according to a 
new Soviet book on life In the West. 

The unusual attack on comics Is 
found in '’imperialism: The Enemy 
of Humanity.” an anthology of 
newspaper and journal articles, 
currently appearing In Soviet 
bookstores. 

One essay on comics condemns the 
"Captain America" series, a pop- 
ular American comic book, tor por- 
traying the hero as "the apostle of 
the ‘Free World’ In the struggle with 
Communism.” It also says comic- 
book references to mad scientists 
are an Insult to scientific work. 

The article, signed by N. Kalaitan 
and A. Sosnovsky, concentrates on 
violent action comics and ignores 
lighter comics of the "Peanuts" and 
“Dennis the Menace" variety. Sen- 
sing a- deep political significance, It 
Says: .• 

■' "Coin ins not -only continue to 


praise abstract violence and cruelty, 
but in their most extreme forms 
propagandise the Ideas of militarism 
and anti -Communism under the dis- 
guise of art and light enter- 
tainment." 

The authors claim this comic-book 
conspiracy is controlled by the 
"powerful, hand" of ruling class and 
militarist interests. Evidence shows, 
they report, that the “thread of con- 
trol over the distribution of comics 
leads to the U.S. military-industrial 
complex." 

"Imperialism: The Enemy ot 
Humanity" also attacks violence on 
American television, corruption (In 
the U.S.). U.S. crime and the 
allegedly miserable life of western 
children. 

It concludes that the capitalist 
world Is "a world that lives by the 
laws of the jungle." 

The Soviet press frequently uses 
cartoons and comic strips to Il- 
lustrate' its own arguments and to 
convey shortcomings in the Soviet 
Union and the West. But all such 
humour follows the official line. 


Turkish colonel 
arrested as spy 


ANKARA (UPI) ■ — Military sources 
yesterday confirmed Sunday's 
newspaper reports of the arrest of a 
' top-ranking Turkish Intelligence of- 
ficer for allegedly selling state 
secrets to American and British in- 
telligence agencies. 

The sources said military police 
had arrested Col. 8abahattin 
Savasan, an officer In the National 
Intelligence Service, on Sunday. 

Sources said Savasan will be tried 
in a military court on charges of spy- 
ing tor a foreign country. He faces up 
to 15 years' Imprisonment If con- 
victed. 


Consulate bombed 


NEW YORK (AP). — An explosion 
at the Venezuelan Consulate across 
the street from St. Patrick's 
Cathedral shook Midtown New York 
early yesterday, showering the 
streets with plate glass and blowing 
out windows several floors up.

ISMAILIYA (AP). — Tetet of the 
statements and news conference 
\‘qf Egyptian President Amoar 
Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday at the conclusion of 
their Middle ■■ East summit 
meeting: ( The remarks were 
In Eng^t. unless otherwise noted). 

“ Sadat's statement: 

In the name of God, let me seize 
this opportunity to express my 
gratitude for the efforts you have 
done to cover the historical moments 
here In Ismailiya, As you know, after 
my visit to Jerusalem on the 20th of 
November, a new spirit prevails in 
the area and we have agreed in 
Jerusalem and In Iamailiya also to 
continue our efforts towards achiev- 
ing a comprehensive settlement. 

We have agreed upon, raising the 
level of the representation In the 
Cairo conference to ministerial level 
and as you have heard yesterday 
(Sunday) we have agreed upon two 
committees — a political committee 
and a military committee headed by 
ministers bf foreign affairs and 
ministers of defence. The military 
committee will convene In Cairo. 
The political committee will -convene 
In Jerusalem. 

Those committees shall work in 
the context of the Cairo conference, 
meaning that they will report to the 
plenary whenever they reach any 
decision. The question of the 
withdrawal we have made progress, 
but on the Palestinian question, 
which we consider the core and crux 
ot the problem here in this area, the 
Egyptian and Israeli delegations 
here discussed the Palestinian 
problem. 

The position of Egypt is that on the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip a 
Palestinian state should be es- 
tablished. The position ot Israel is 
-that Palestinian Arabs In Judea, 
Samaria, the West Bank of Jordan, 
and the Gaza Strip should enjoy self 
rule. 

We have agreed that because we 
have differed on the issue, the issue 
will be discussed in the political com- 
mittee of the Cairo preparatory con- 
ference. 

I hope I have given you some light 
upon our work and thank you again. 
Bogin's statement: 

Mr. President, ladles and 
gentlemen. I have come here a 
.hopeful prime minister and I am 
leaving a happy man. The con- 
ference in Ismailiya has been 
successful. We will continue with the 
momentum of the peace-making 
process. 

Now starts the phase of the most 
serious negotiations — how. to es- 
tablish peace between Egypt and 
Israel as part of a comprehensive 
settlement throughout the Middle 
East. These two days are very good 
days for Egypt, Israel and for peace. 

May I express our gratitude to the 
president tor his gracious hospitality 
he bestowed upon me, upon my 
friends and colleagues, the Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan and the 
Defence Minister Exer Weixman and 
our collaborators and advisers. 

This is the second meeting 
between President Sadat and myself 
after the historic event of his 
breakthrough visit to Jerusalem.

COUGH FOR YOUR LIFE 


— Coughing may 
Went sudden death after a heart 
tack.

The cessation of blood flow and so- 
called "sudden death" almost 
always are the result of ventricular 
fibrillation, a condition in which the 
heart pumps blood Ineffectively. 

I f ventricular fibrillation is quick- 
ly reversed, the patienf con recover 
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completely, the cardiologists ex- 
plained. If the person is fortunate 
enough to suffer ventricular fibrilla- 
tion when another person Is nearby 
to administer cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) , the heart may 
be kept beating effectively enough to 
sustain life until paramedics, a doc- 
tor or a nurse arrives to stop the 
fibrillation. 

But one of the drawbacks to CPR is 
that the patient cannot administer it 
himself if no one else is aramd. 

Coughing is something that the 
victim can do for himself. Criley and 
Brown explained. The researchers 
do' not know how long it is possible to 
sustain blood flow by the oough 

method. 

The medical profession generally 
baa been skeptical that coughing can 
produce blood flow. 
first talked about the possibility two 
years ago at a convention of oar- 
Biologists, the response was 
lukewarm. Since then, Criley has ac- 
cumulated some experience in- 
dicating Ids theory 1* correct. 

In one case a patient with <m ar- 
tificial valve was having hia 
pacemaker exchanged. Criley asked 
the patient to cough during the lew 
seconds that hia heart was stopped 
during the pacemaker exchange- 

Simultaneously he monitored an. 
artery in the patient’s wrist and 
photographed the actions of the ar- j 
tiflcial valve on high speed X-ray) 
film. This revealed that coughing not 
only produced blood flow to distant 
arteries (the wrist), but that the 
heart actually beat on its own - 
without a pacemaker — after each 

For ethical reaeons, it is difficult j 
to do the kinds of experiments on 
humans required to learn more 
precisely how valuable the cough 
method Is. So Br own is developing a 
test using animals. 

The studies to date Indicate that 
coughing may cause more blood to 
flow through the body than occurs 
with CPR. 

One drawback with coughing Is 
that the patient has only a short time 
to recognize that he Is in ventricular 
fibrillation- Within 10 to IS seconds 
after onset of fibrillation, he will 
become unconscious and unable to 
cough. 


Earnings from, moonlighting are 
estimated at seven billion franca a

"When our order books were full, 
this form of unfair competition was 
not too serious- But we ought to have 
reacted sooner." 

Now the crisis has got completely 
out of hand. Sales of paving tiles in- 
creased by 20 per cent over the past 
two years- But more and more 
b uilding firms have gone bankrupt. 

"What happens to the tiles? They 
are being used by unregistered 
workers. It's the same with the 
booming sales of cement." 

Longhy holds the state responsi- 
ble, He says: "By underpaying Its 
civil servants and putting them on 
short time the government en- 
tourages people to take oh extra 
work to order to make ends meet- 
Heavy Value Added Tax tin 
maintenance tasks like pai n ting, 
plumbing and electricity are an In- 
centive to the householder to look for 
undeclared labour." 

Jean-CIaude Martini, a 


professional carpet-layer says: 
'The authorities could put an end to 
moonlighting by obliging suppliers 
of building materials to sell only to 
registered artisans, Instead of offer- 
lug trade discounts to any 
.purchaser.” 

But Martini admits that he often 
hires unskilled personnel to lay his 
carpets. He says: "I pay them less 
than the official hourly wage. But 
they don't have to pay income tax 
.and I don't have to declare the 
V.A.T. or social security dues which 


I owe.’ 


Seasonal farm work, accountancy, 
secretarial services and gardening 
ore notorious for the proportion of 
“lump" labour involved. 

But the garment industry ranks 
with building' among tbs major 
offenders, Ljuba Susan, a 37-year-old 
Yugoslav-born manufacturer who 
has been In business in France for 
the past decade, says: "At least 40 
per cent of the work done to the Sen- 
tier rag trade area of Paris is not 


the purchase of the doth In Belgium 
or Italy and to the sale of finlshed 
garments." 

Manufacturers make a 
widespread practice of lending sew- 
ing machines to housewives who. un- 
insured and undeclared,' work 14 
hours a day to their own homss and 
earn up to 1,800 franca a month. 

Jean Hardy, a Paris suburbanite, 
-takes up the cudgels on behalf of the 
moonlighters. Hardy says: "No 
building firm would agree to clear 
the rubbish from the site on which 
our house was built. They said the 
gate was too narrow for a bulldozer 
to get through. One gave us a ten- 
tative estimate of 10,000 francs as 
the lowest charge for the job. Final- 
ly, it was done by a city parks 
'employee In his spare time for 2,000 
. francs." 

Jose Fernandez, a Spanish im- 
migrant on the French dole, says: "Z 
feel ashamed being unemployed. 
But, working as a house pointer for 
private customers. I earn to a week 
as much as a boss would pay me to a 
month. And that's on top of my un- 
iemployment days, of course." 

"Lump" workers are recruited 
from a wide range of walks of life 
■and Include students, senior ex- 
ecutives and members of the liberal 
professions as well as the un- 
employed. Few are prepared to 
accept the argument that they ore 
devaluing their own work and that of 
members of their profession.

AT LAST a concert that wm almost 
revolutionary: a young, unknown 
conductor (is hia twenties) ; a young 
cellist who swept hia audience with 
him; and — heavens forbid — a con- 
temporary cello concerto by an un- 
known. American composer, Donald 
Erb. 

Could we wish for more? Yet the 
concert had another surprise in 
store: the audience not only 
accepted the concerto, but liked it, 
bestowing the cellist with a prolong- 
ed ovation. What a miracle Indeed 
and what a surprise for the IPO 
management. I suppose. ■ 

Cellist Lynn Harrell combines, in a 
most accomplished way, ‘an 
arresting sensitive muslcalllty and 
virtuosity with a big and sonorous 
tone. It Is a combination of tremen- 
dous potential and irresistible 
appeal. 

Erb'a concerto uses a completely 
contemporary vocabulary, but one 


integrated into traditional passages. 
The work's language and well- 
defined form was easy to unders- 
tand. The opening brutal drum 
passage later reappears for a feeling 
of recapitulation, and Erb cleverly 
organizes his solo part so that it 
never disappears in the orchestral 
texture. There are also two long and 
captivating cadences. Brfa's concer- 
to cannot be defined as great or deep 
music, hut It la an effective piece, 
(full of exciting moments. 

Possibly as a counterweight to the 
Erb, Harrell played Tchaikovsky's 
worn and empty Rococo Variations. 
But he handled the piece with such 
taste and charm, one could almost 
ignore Its mediocrity. 

Kodjian opened the overture with 
an impressive outburst out details 
later on were disappointing. Ap- 
parently he has not yet grasped the 
sonoral possibilities of the IPO.

Due to taxation here, the 
shareholders of many companies are 
against mergers, “and mergers are 
not only desirable, but Imperative 
for many small Arms. By merging,

TEL AVTV. — The city is seeking 
ways to reduce the number of 
municipal companies or to extricate 
itself from partnerships in some of 
these concerns, Councillor David 
Stern told the press here yesterday. 
.Stern Is In charge of the municipal 
companies’ portfolio in the City 
Council. 

The city has a share in 28 com- 
panies, which operate in town today. 
According to Stern, the Government 
during the outgoing year inverted 
IL37.4m. in the companies, while the 
companies themselves Invested 
same ILlOOm. in development pro- 
jects in Tel Aviv. 

Stern explained that In some cases 
there is unnecessary duplication, 
which can be eliminated by merging 
various companies. The city plans to 
get out of ventures which have not 
proved themselves, and it will avoid 
the establishment of any new com- 
panies, as a measure both of en- 
couraging private Investment and of 
saving public funds. 

Among chief candidates for 


merger -proposals now being drawn 
up at City Hall are the Atarlm Com- 
pany, which has done much for 
developing the Tel Aviv beach, and 
the Ahuzot Hah of Company for the 
development of Jaffa’s Manshlya 
area. The latter company is partly 
owned by the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration, which will have to 
agree to the merger. 

Stem explained that there is no 
need for two separate ad- 
ministrations to develop adjacent 
areas, a task which can be done 
much more efficiently by a united 
concern. 

The city has already unified and 
streamlined the administration of 
three other companies — without ac- 
tually having merged them. Two of 
the three Ezra Ubitzaron and '

the Encouragement of Tourism In 
Tel Aviv.

IL240,000 strike damage snit is a test case 

Marine strikes may be costly 
— to the striking officers too

HAIFA. — The Merchant Marine Of- 
ficers Union must answer in court 
for some of the costly consequences 
of its proneness to strikes, sanctions 
and other expressions of protest over 
grievances against the shipping 
companies, the Government or even 
^against the Ratings Union. 

Last Friday District Court Judge . 
Tova Strass berg-Cohen ordered the 
Officers Union 9 its four secretaries 
and- two Zi m captains to answer a 
JL240.000 compensation claim filed 
against them by six trading com- 
panies. The firms' goods were held 
up in an American ship and on shore 
.last April by a three-week strike of 
.the officers over pay rates. When the 
strike was over at the end of April, 
the Shippers Council .reported that 
the direct and indirect damage to the 
.country's economy had run into 
dozens of millions of pounds. 

Directly hit were the companies 
whose goods were held up by the 
•'.‘blockade." Backed by their 
organization, the Shippers Council, 
alx firms decided to sue the striking 
officers for damages, as a test case. 
The business community argued 
that during the 1973-1977 period it 
had suffered vast losses as a result of 
40 labour disputes in the merchant 
marine and that the situation had 
become intolerable. 

On behalf of the Officers Union ad- 
vocate Israel Gil (a labour law ex- 
pert who was for many years legal 
- adviser to the Haifa Labour Council 
the Efistadrut) pleaded in a 
' separate motion that the District 
Court was not competent to try the 
case, because It arose from a labour 
dispute and that therefore it should 
be heard by the Labour Court. 

The District Court Judge rejected 
the argument and upheld the plea of 


advocate Zvi Hadassi, who 
countered on behalf of the traders 
that they were not a party to the 
labour dispute between the Officers 
Union and the shipping companies. 
Mrs. Strass berg-Cohen ruled that 
the damage had resulted from union 
action calculated to cause a 
nuisance. 

On April 16 the American freighter 
Export Freedom arrived here with 
330 containers full of cargo ordered 
by Israeli importers. The union 
refused to let its men move two 
strike-bound ships lying idle at the 
container dock. The 'American 
vessel could not unload and after 
four days left with nearly all its 
cargo for Naples, unloading only 12 
containers and nine tractors carried 
on the deck. The ship also left behind 
200 containers of export cargo 
destined for the U.S. 

The Shippers Council asked the 
Government to Intervene and to 
have the container terminal cleared, 
or, alternatively, to bear the $20,000 
a day cost of the ship untD the strike 
was ended. But it received no 
answer. The 316 containers were 
brought hack from Naples a month 
later on another ship, at an extra 
cost of IL3m., which the American 
Export Lines and the Importers 
shared between them. 

The two captains included in the 
list of respondents to the suit were 
the masters of the two 23m ships 
which blocked the container dock. 

The judge ordered the Officers, 
Union to pay IL750 costs for the 
preliminary trial on the issue of 
court competence. -No date has yet 
been fixed for a hearing of the com- 
pensation claim. 

The outcome is expected to set a 
precedent for all the other traders 
whose goods were held up In the 
American ship, and for similar 
strike losses In the future.

Thus the sewage of southern 
Ramat Gan, which used to pollute 
the AyaJon stream, now flows to the 
RIshon lagoons, as do the industrial 
wastes of North Ho Ion and Azur. 
Hatikva and Ezra Quarter wastes, 
which flowed into the Ayalon. have 
also been connected up with the pro- 
ject. 

Work Is now near completion In 
Manshlya to channel Jaffa's sewage 
to the Rishon lagoons as well. This 
will make the opening of three more 
bathing beaches on the Jaffa coast 
possible. 


Banks fail to 
cut price gap 
in foreign 
currency deals

Despite their promises to reduce 
the gap between the buying and aell- 
-ing rates for foreign currency, the 
country's large commercial hanks 
have actually raised the gap on deals 
involving cash and kept the old rates 
on other transactions. 

A week ago the inspector of banks, 
Oded Messer, announced that the 
commercial banks had agreed to cut 
the difference between buying and 
selling prices for foreign currency to 
0.7 per cent, and In some cases to 0.6 
per cent. But a survey of banks 
yesterday showed that the gap for 
cheques was 0.75 per cent In the ma- 
jor banks, with only the smaller ones 
keeping It down to 0.6 per cent. 

Furthermore, for certain curren- 
cies the banks had actually raised 
the gap. I found In visits to several 
Jerusalem hanks that for such 
currencies as the pound sterling and 
the West German mark the gap was 
as much as 2.1 per cent — this when 
the Knesset Finance Committee had 
been told that the gap in rates was 1 
to 1.5 per cent 

The Knesset committee last week 
recommended to the hanks that they 
“continue lowering the prices on 
their foreign-currency services.”

Q: Does this mean the Cairo con- 
ference will continue on the foreign 
minister level, that Mr. Vance and 
Mr. Waldheim will come here? 

Sadat: Let ua hope so. But for sure, 
we shall not go back.

Q: But the political committee is 
meeting in Jerusalem. Does this 
mean that. Mr. Vance and Mr. 
Waldheim will also be in Jerusalem? 

Sadat: Well, we shall leave this to 
them. 

Q: Mr. Begin, do you accept the 
principle of non-acquisition of 
territory by force and are you going 
to apply It to a comprehensive 
settlement? 

Begin: Yes, we are for a com- 
prehensive settlement and Z accept 
the principle established under law 
attesting that there mustn’t be any 
acquisition of territory in the wake of 
a war of aggression. The war of the - 
Six Days was a war of legitimate 
self-defence, and the president told 
me yesterday, yes. he does 
remember the slogans issued in 
those days to throw the Israelis into 
the sea. and so we defended 
ourselves in accordance with Inter- 
national law and practice.

Shah visits quake site 

TEHERAN (Reuter) . — The Shah of 
Iran and Empress Farah yesterday 
visited villages in southeast Iran 700 
km. from here, where a powerful 
earthquake last Tuesday killed 521 
people and injured 247.

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Grappling towards accord 

BUT WHAT IF the gap between the positions of Egypt and 
Israel proved to be unbridgeable, reporters In both Xsmalilya 
and, shortly afterwards, at Ben-Gurlon Airport kept asking. 

In both places President Sadat and Premier Begin had their 
answers ready. Since the talks between the two countries would 
continue, Mr. Sadat declared, it. was obvious that there was no 
i gap that could not be bridged. Ail negotiations between states, 
Mr. Begin observed, started in disagreement. 

These may, in fact, have been the two most hopeful 
statements to come out of this week's summit between the 
leaders of Israel and Egypt. 

Earlier discussions were held during Mr. Sadat's trip to 
Jerusalem last month, but they, were strictly preliminary. This 
second round was devoted to the very substance of matters un- 
der dispute. No one reasonably expected the Ismaliiya talks to 
yield anything like a draft peace treaty. It was, however, ex- 
pected that they would wind up by issuing a Joint “declaration of 
intentions." 

Because the parties failed to agree on such a declaration the 
Impression has been gained, or perhaps generated — mostly 
outside Egypt and Israel — that the meeting was largely a 
failure. This is nonsense. 

While It is perfectly true, as President Sadat put it yesterday, 
that “everything has changed” since Jerusalem, It does not 
follow that the millennium is around the corner. Only those who 
have ignored repeated warnings against an excess of euphoria 
could have been sorely disappointed at the delay in a meeting oft* 
minds between the two leaders. 

A large measure of progress was, in fact, made in Ismaliiya 
— on the matter of Israel withdrawal from Sinai. Where 
profound differences remained was, as anticipated, the Palesti- 
nian question. Egypt would not budge from the Idea of a Palesti- 
nian state in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, and Israel from 
the (new) notion of self-nule for the Palestinian Arabs In Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza. 

It was this gulf on the Palestinian Issue — a gulf confirmed, 
even in the geographical terminology, by the text of the agreed 
statement drafted by Mr. Begin and read out by Mr. Sadat at the 
joint press conference — which struck many people as, perhaps, 
unbridgeable. 

This need not be so. It is, of course, perfectly clear now— as it 
should have been from the outset — that Mr. Be gin’s autonomy 
plan could only be accepted by Mr. Sadat as a basis for further 
talks — just as the idea of a Palestinian state, as such, even 
without the PLO, could never be embraced by Mr. Begin. 

Moreover, It is now clear — as It should have been earlier — 
that even the most far-reaching Israel concessions in Sinai (and 
Mr. Sadat views Mr. Begln’s concession of Egyptian sovereign- 
ty over the entire peninsula as but the acknowledgment of a pa- 
tent right) would not alter Egypt's commitment to the Palesti- 
nian cause. 

How that commitment may be translated into the language of 
practical settlement, based on mutual accommodation, is 
something that the political working group will he grappling 
with at its sessions in Jerusalem, beginning in mid-January. 

Chances are that any such solution it arrives at would require 
a rather greater role for Jordan in Palestinian affairs than Mr. 
Begin is at the moment prepared to grant. 

Admittedly, the distance to be traversed by both Egypt and 
Israel before they can agree on an identical “red line” is still 
enormous. But one need only listen to the ravings of the Arab 
rejectionlsts to appreciate how closer they are today than even 
the most starry-eyed optimist could have hoped only a short 
while ago. 

Secrets and politics 

THERE HAVE BEEN leaks from Mr. Begin's confidential 
meeting with the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Security Com- 
mittee, and the Prime Minister is understandably furious. So is 
the Committee’s chairman, Prof. Arens. 

Chairman Arena’ strong epithets for the Knesset Members 
who leaked the contents of the Begin peace plan are fully in 
order, but hia claim that the offenders had endangered state 
security should be taken with a grain of salt. 

As pointed out by The Jerusalem Post’s own Knesset cor- 
respondent, a large portion of the peace plan was revealed In 
one newspaper last Friday, before the meeting took place. The 
source could not have been the House. 

More important, it is by no means clear where state security 
is involved. By last weekend, the only legitimately interested 
gr oup still not pr i vy to the plan were the people of Israel. The 
argument of coyo^tesy towards Egypt's President does not hold' 
water.’ Mr. Begin must have had some other reasons for playing 
his cards, as the saying goes, so close to his chest. 

The fact is that, in the space of hut a few weeks, the Premier 
lias effected a revolution in official Israel thinking— that la, his 
own thinking — on the. requirements of a peace settlement. He 
has greatly softened the Israel stand not only on matters of 
strategy, but on tactics as well. 

Apparently the Premier wanted to speed up the negotiating 
process for fear that It might get hopelessly bogged down in ran- 
corous fights with the Egyptians; while at the same time bank- 
ing on the people's overwhelming desire for peace to support 
him In venturing out into a territory which not only hawks but 
even doves had flinched .from entering; 

He may also have preferred to keep his own diplomatic 
movements as secret as possible so as to forestall the 
emergence of a domestic opposition. If so, he was wrong both in 
terms of principle and of efficacy.

ALONG with *100 bills, works of art 
and cheques, a new object of value 
has bees added to the list of things 
worth forging — kashrut stamps. 
Disreputable butchers or 
wholesalers have been known to 
make up their own rubber stamps 
and give a phoney seal of kashrut to 
□on-kosher meat. 

The Institute for Science and 
Halacha in Jerusalem is, however, 
one step ahead of the cheaters. Its 
researchers have developed a new 
kind of of ink with an invisible mark 
that can be picked up with a special 
checking device. Kashrut inspectors 
can thus easily determine whether 
the stamp Is genuine. In case the ink 
is ever obtained by counterfeiters, 
the Institute is studying the possibili- 
ty of producing several secret Invisi- 
ble marks; only the rabbinical 
authorities will be informed what ink 
sign should correspond with each 
kind of food product When develop- 
ment of the ink Is completed, it will . 
be send to kashrut supervisors 
around the country and even 
abroad.

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Baffling news from medialand f 


NEW YORK. — By seeing through 
the eyes of official sources, 
America’s press and TV have been 
slow to develop independent insight 
into the forces at work in the Middle 
East. Thus a tilt in favour at image 
and away from reality may be dis- 
cerned in much of recent American 
reporting on the Middle East. 

More than a month after Sadat's 
journey to Jerusalem shattered any 
illusions on the matter, the media 
continue in varying degrees to 
assume that the PLO and the 
Palestinians are synonymous. The 
assumption is usually not explicit 
but built into the story. 

Here and there a columnist or 
editorial-writer points out that it was 
precisely this mistake on the part of 
thje Administration that helped 
propel Sadat away from American 
mediation 'into the arms of his 
erstwhile foe. 

And although the result is 
something which no person 'of good 
will can disapprove of, the thought- 
ful observer will enquire whether 
success by inadvertence is a sound 
basis for American foreign policy. 

It Is not an enquiry the press 
seems disposed to make. In the Land 
of Media. Middle East political and , 
soda! maps are dictated less by 
breathing creatures on the ground 
than by the policy alms of officials In 
Washington. 

It is no coincidence that these of- 
ficials comprise a principal news 
source. Moreover, they draft the 
scenarios on which newsmen beset 
by deadlines can hang their stories. 

Consider the following, which 
appeared In the weekly news review 
of "The New York Times'' on Christ- 
mas Day:

“Egypt and Israel are believed 
close to agreement on a framework 
for a phased Israeli withdrawal from 
the Sinai. But to Justify President 
Sadat's extraordinary gestures, a 
statement of principles must also 
apply to the West Bank and the 
future of the one million Palestinians 
In, and two rnttlion Palestinians out- 
side, the occupied territories. 
Otherwise, Mr. Sadat, whose in- 
itiative has been rejected by Syria 
and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, will be accused of 
promoting a separate Egyptian- 
Israelf peace." 

Without attribution or qualifica- 
tion of any kind, the “Tlmea” thus 
establishes as fact that withdrawal 
from Sinai is an act not equal in 
weight to Sadat's visit to Israel; that 
Israel is under obligation to make 
provision for the Palestinians in the 
territories and outside them; that 
Syria and the PLO enjoy equal 
footing: and that peace between 
Israel and Egypt alone is a bad 
thing. 

IT IS A PASSAGE that perhaps 
reflects the dilemma with which all 
journalists wrestle — that of 
cultivating sources and 


simultaneously keeping them at a 
distance. 

The difficulty is compounded by 
the non-alignment of events (which 
occur In spurts) with the Inexorable 
demands of deadlines. 

It is because of the necessity to im- 
pose coherence on these events 
within a 24-hour pattern that the 
media-tall back on official sources. 

The end {Product is often baffling to 
the laymah and soporific for the 
policy-making establishment. 

Officials can only be reinforced In 
views they see bouncing hack at 
them from the morning paper and 
evening TV news. 

By uncritically accepting Ad* 
ministration scenarios, the media . 
are frequently drawn into asking 
simplistic questions that are' easily 
handled by political pros like Begin 
and Sadat. 

. Sometimes, however. It becomes 
too simple even for them. Viewers 
some weeks ago watched Sadat 
driven to a note of desperation when 
an American newsman at ZkmoiUya 
asked a question based on the confi- ‘ 
dent assumption that Saudi Arabia 
was threatening to cut off aid 
because of his visit to Israel. 

In what media world, one 


wondered, are the Saudis not 
primarily motivated by a desire tor 
protection from covetoito eyes, 
. protection which they seek, Wa Jhe 
: Egyptian president, from the West. 
Being political virtuosi, Begin and 
Sadat have pioneered diplomacy 
based on an imaginative use of their 
insight that the media, particularly 
television, are captives of anyone 
who win give them a story. 

And as- the TV screen abhors 
silence, it is not difficult to out- 
manoeuvre tricky questions. It 
matters less what you answer than 
that you are there and talking. ■ 
This applies also, or perhaps es- 
pecially, to the best-known inter- 
viewer of all. Barbara Walters is one 
of the most capable in the business. 
She does her homework and she 
pushes past evasion — or at least 
tie, to — without getting unpleasant 
about it. But In the end she is aa 
much an instrument of the political 
actor aa the most unchariamatlc of 
anchormen. Fra* the name of the 
game is big-name interviews and 
keeping ahead of the competition.

A DILUTION OF ZIONISM 


ISRAELI DELEGATES at the 29th 
Zionist Congress in Jerusalem to 
February should not insist that 
Diaspora Jews who do not commit 
themselves' to allya should not be 
allowed to call themselves Zionists. 
This advice was offered recently by. 
a member of the Jewish Agency Ex- 
ecutive, Rabbi Emanuel Rackman. 

His reason Is "a very practical 
one, 1 ' he says (In his weekly column 
to the New York “Jewish Week- 
Examiner,’* November 6). He 
writes: .“To insist that membership 
; in the World Zionist Organization im- 
plies a commitment one day (before 
the Messianic Era) to settle to Israel 
is to alienate from the movement 
hundreds of thousands of Jews." To 
insist on allya, even to those non- 
committal terms, “would defeat one 
of the principal objectives of Zionism 
— the mobilization of world Jewry 
into one people, loud and strong, to 
support of Israel,” writes Zionist 
leader Rackman (who came on allya 
recently, before the Messianic era, 
at age 07, on being elected president 
of Bar-Ban University). 

It is astonishing to hear a Zionist 
Executive member argue for a dilu- 
tion of the meaning of the term 
“Zionism” that renders it virtually 
meaningless by applying it to almost 
anything that any pro-Israel Jew 
does. It is all the more astonishing 
when that person is an Orthodox rab- 
«bi, wbo rejects attempts to dilute the 
meaning of the term Halacha by 
those who define it to mean almost 
anything done by nearly any Jew. 

Of course, Zionism does not have 
for any Jewish group the b inding 
force that Halacha has for the 
Orthodox and some Conservative 
Jews. But it has a meaning that was 
given It by those who created the 
movement and shaped its destiny, 
and even more by those relatively! 
few Jews — probably no more than 
about two million since the begin- 
ning of the organized modem Return 
to Zion — who acted on- ZSonlsm'a 
“First Commandment" and left the 
Galut to come and resume Jewish 
national life and construction to the 
homeland. 

On the ideological level, It lias the 
meaning given it by the Revised 
Jerusalem Programme, adopted by 
the 27th Zionist Congress in 1968. The 
RJP, which for the purpose of my

religious Orthodoxy’s insistence on 
Halachic Sabbath observance, for 
example, alienates more than hun- 
dreds of thousands of Jews from 
Judaism, and its insistence on 
Halachic conversion, marriage and 
divorce alienates millions from 

Zsrael. 

Rabbi Rackman says that “the 
mobilization of world Jewry into one 
people, loud and strong, in support of 
Israel" is “one of the principal ob- 
jectives of Zionism. ” Not really. R is 
rather, at least to the RJP version, 
which I prefer — "the unity of the 
Jewish people and the Centrality of 
Israel to Jewish life” — la statement 
of Zionism's ultimate meaning. To 
continue the Halacha analogy, in 
Zionism’s secular terms it Is what 
the first of the Terra’s Ten Com- 
mandments is In religious terms. 
This does not command us to do or 
not da anything; it only declares:. “I 
am God, you r god. Who took you out 
of Egypt, out of the house of bon- 
dage.” Then follows the list of two 
“Thou shalt” and seven "Thou shalt 
not” commandments, the list of con- 
crete things we are to do or refrain 
from doing in order to give practical 
expression to that opening declara- 
tion of meaning. Similarly, the RJP 
opens with that Unity declaration of 
meaning, and follows with the list of 
Zionism’s commandments, the
